MR. RUNCIMAN ON “THE ONLY 
WAY TO PROSPERITY.. 


At the seventy-third annual meet- 
ing of the Association of Trade Pro- 
tection Societies of the United Ning: }- 
dom dt the Hotel Cecil, Mr. Waker 
Runciman, in his presidential address 
said his regret in industrial disputes 
was that politicians so often interven 
ed. He had always held firmiy rhe 
view that the less Ministers and poli- 
ticians had to do with trade disputes 
thebetter for industry and the country. 
({Cheers.) The controversies should 
be worked out in 2 purely industrial 
atmosphere, we were suffering to-day 
just as much from tiredness as from 
anything else. He was sick of control 
High expenditure was the destruction 
and not the circulation of wealth, 
During the last few years, through 
high wases and big profits, we had 
been living in a fool's paradise and 
under the illusion of a lorid night. 

The folly was in thinking that this 
apparent prosperity was real, and 
would endure, or that the wealth of 
the cauntry consisted in its issue of 
paper pounds. High prices, good as 
they might have been for a short 
time for individual traders, restricted 
the world’s paying capacity. . We 
were bursting with goods which 
could not be sold, and such a state 
of things was almost unparalleled in 
the history of the modern world. 

Alluding to the banks, Mr. 
Ruaciman remerked that but for the 
careful and conservative attitude of 
the great banking institutions the 
soundness of our financial position 
would have been imperiled. 
One of the most remarkable 
features of the tremendous decline 
in trade (he continued) was that 
there had not been a whisper of 
suspicion as to the soundness of our 
great financial institutions. We had 
been weakened by the war, and only 
by revived circulation, the provident 


.Juse of all, our resources, and the 


stoppage of every kind of waste, 
could we have strength to carry our 
own burden and maintain the 
burdens of half mankind. (Chéers.) 

ALL STATE CONTROL MUST GO. 

We had largely got Hid of Govern- 
ment control, but he wished we had 
got rid of every fragment of it. We 
were still hampered by prohibition of 
various kinds, and they were one of 
the first cbstacles which should be 
swept away, while State monopoly 
was equally bed. He wondered who 
could have imagined that State 
eg would have been direct- 
iy 
of our coal export trade. We 
thought we could extract much 
money out of our customers, bat 
business men knew that the only way 
was to nurse them. What had been 
done in regard to our supply of coal 
to Italy had gravely injured our coal 
trade there, and the state of things 
which existed must be brought to’an 


end at the earliest possible moment 


if we were to recover. 

The monetary exchanges were out 
of gear, jerked and torn and twisted 
by the war, and its blockades, up- 
heavals, and outrages. We heard 
people say that economic laws were 
things which had no flesh and blood 
interest. But these laws were as 
tuthless as the Jaws of gravity, and 
if we did not respect them there 
would be a crash. The powerful and 
irresistible law of supply and demand 
dominated prices, and throngh them 
profits and. wages and no organisa- 


tion which depended on State sub-| - 


sidies could 
conditions. 
GOLD STANDARD MUST RETURN, 


He refused to look on wages’ as 
merely the profits. There must be 
a fair. flow of produce. We must 
stabilise foreign exchanges, and all 
artificial dodges to do so were an 
evil We must work towards the 
restoration of the gold “standard, 
We had to eliminate waste of every 
form and kind. (Cheers) We

STRUGGLE IN STREET. 


QUARREL OVER THIRTY CENTS. 


A cripple who stabbed s strect 
coolie with a cobbler’s knife was 
charged before Magistrate Lindsell 
yesterday. 

Sub-Iaspector: Grant said that the 
trouble arose aver the disappearance 
of 30 cents from the pocket of the 
accused’s coat which was hanging oa 
a wall inthe street, near a street cob- 
dler’s cutft. 
complainant with theft. Heated 
swords led to blows, and the accused, 
it was alleged, picked up the knife 
and ‘wounded the complainant. 

The Magistrate: He being a crip- 
ple! He naturally retaliated, but 
rather more violently than is allowed 

The Inspector: He does not deny 
the assault. 

Accused said that he was sure the 
complainant-had stolen his money. 
When he asked for its return the 
complainant insulted bim, and thea 
tried to throttle him. In self defence, 
he picked up the knife from the 
cobbler’s basket and stabbed his 
assailant. 

The complainant denied stealing 
the money and alleged that the coat 
the accused was wearing was his 
propyty. The accused without any 
explanation demanded 30 cena from 
the witness, and: when he said he 
had no money to give, took the 
witness’s coat trom the wall and put 
it on. 

The accused admitted that the coat 
belonged to the complainant, but 
assertei that the latter had voluntari- 
ly given i it to him. “ Complainant’ 
told me,” he said, “thet ke had 
bought the coat with my money.” 

The Magistrate: Then how do 
you account for these’ proceedings ? 
There would certainly have been no

tarily surrendered the coat to you? 
Accused: He changed his mind 
subsequently and demanded its re- 
turn. He tried to strangle me whea

The accused added that he was

(2 CONSTABLE’S ORDER IGNORED,

SHACKLETON'S QUEST. - 


SEARCH FOR MYSTERIOUS ISLAND. 


London, June 28--The Times am 
nounces that Sir Ernest .Shackleton’s 
expedition to the Antarctic, which 
starts at the end. of Angust in the tiny 
auxillary vessel of 200 tons named 

The Quest, will traverse 30,000 
miles in the Atlantic and the Pacific, 
and will explore littleknown tslands.

It carries a 
captive balloon and gear, and a sea- 
plane and seaplane platform. 

The expedition undertakes a com> 
plete hydrographical survey, charts 
air currents and investigates bird, 
animal, and marine life; :
